by the Associated Press as 
fdllows: 


“The appeals court cited the U.S. 
Sipreme Court opinions on school 
desegregation. It added that, in 
short, constitutional rights of chil- 
dren must not be discriminated 
against in the admission to 
schools on grounds of race and 
that this can neither be ‘nullified 
openly or directly by state legis- 
lators or state executive or ju- 
dicial officers, nor nullified in- 
directly by them through evasive 
schemes for segregation’.”’ 


Little Rock attorneys, who 
have worked with the school 
board, analyze this as the appeals 
court opinion that any action by 
state legislatures or governors 
which in any way thwarts or frus- 
trates court decrees ordering de- 
segregation is in conflict with the 
Federal Constitution and is there- 
fore unconstitutional. 

State Judiciaries 

Even more significant was the 
appeals court mention of the state 
judiciaries. The various state 
supreme courts are in a most un- 
happy position. Members of these 
courts may or may not agree with 
the Supreme Court decision. But 
as state courts, they are all aware 
they cannot overrule the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. Yet, they are re- 
Quired to be candidates for their 
ye position. They are in need 

df help. 


There are but four states re- 
maining where no start at all has 
been made. Even in Virginia and 
Louisiana, integration has begun 
at the university level.

‘Sif Supreme Court judges in 
those states should be confronted 
with a constitutional test of the 
state laws, which almost cer- 
tainly are in conflict with the 
Federal Constitution, the judges 
would be in an almost untenable, 
cértainly intolerable, political po- 
gition. They could, of course, de- 
“Clare their personal opposition 
and deplore the decision of 1954, 
hut they would not be able to sus- 
‘tain the state laws. 


~ These state courts may have an 
escape. The latest Little Rock 
decision, and one expected in Vir- 
-ginia in the near future, may give 
them relief, and a precedent. 


‘Price to Pay 

* The private schools in Little 
‘Rock, operated by a corporation 
and occupying a rented building, 
do not come within the jurisdic- 
tion of the court.

Berlin Reds Join Kremlin 
In Drive To Expel Allies 


BERLIN (UPI)—East German 
Deputy Premier Hans Loch Tues- 
day night opened a top - level 
Communist campaign to drive the 
Western Allies out of “our Ber- 
lin” by charging they have for- 
feited their rights to remain in the 
divided city.

LONDON (AP)—The Soviet Un- 
ion told the United States Tuesday 
night the Geneva talks on preven- 
tion of surprise attack would be 
useless unless linked to disarma- 
ment steps. 


A Soviet Foreign Ministry note 
was handed to the U.S. Embassy 
in Moscow. Radio Moscow said the 
note recalled previous Soviet 
statements that “the purpose of 
the meeting is to work out prac- 
tical recommendations for meas- 
sures to prevent a surprise at- 
tack, coupled with definite steps 
in disarmament. 


“Without these steps it is use- 
less to consider the question of 
preventing a surprise attack,” the 
note said. 


The 10-nation talks on surprise 
attack problems opened in Geneva 
Monday. 


So far the conference has been 
preoccupied with discussing an 
official title and the order of 
business. 


The note also listed the Com- 
munist delegates attending the 
conference—five from the Soviet 
Union, four from Poland, three 
from Czechoslovakia, three from 
Romania and four from Albania. 


Reds Renew 
Call for Talk 
At Summit 


MOSCOW (AP)—A new call for 
a summit conference was sounded 
Tuesday night by the Soviet Union 
and Poland. 


They said its aim would be to 
solve problems of disarmament 
and strengthen world security. 


A joint communique was issued 
here and in Warsaw after the 
windup of Moscow talks between 
Premier Khrushchey and Polish 
Communist chief Wladyslaw Go- 
mulka. 


It said: “The delegation of the 
Polish People’s Republic decided- 
ly supports the Soviet proposal for 
a summit conference to examine 
and solve the most pressing prob- 
lems of disarmament and to de- 
cide on steps to be taken to 
strengthen the security of Europe 
and the rest of the world.” 


In addition to making a bid for 
summit talks, the communique 
said it is necessary to strengthen 
the Warsaw Pact, the East Euro- 
pean alliance set up as a counter- 
balance to NATO. Such action is 
necessary, the statement said, be- 
cause of “delaying and dodging 
talks pursued in the first place by 
the U.S. government.” It did not 
say what steps might be taken to 
strengthen the Warsaw lineup.

He sent word his remarks “were 
not intended to reflect in any way 
on the courage of the Italian sol- 
dier.”” But the British war hero 
did not retract his statements. At 
his country home in Hampshire, 
Montgomery said his letter was 
an explanation. 


Montgomery communicat- 
ed with the Italian government 
through Sir Ashley Clarke, British 
ambassador to Rome. The mar- 
shal wrote the envoy: 


“T understand that the Italian 
government is disturbed about 
certain extracts from my mem- 
oirs, which are being serialized in 
the press. I am distressed that 
any words of mine should cause 
offense to a nation whose servant 
I have been (in NATO) for some 
years past. During those years, I 
have watched the growth of the 
Italian army. This gradual growth 
has resulted in a very high stand- 
ard of training and discipline. In- 
deed, in my view the Italian army 
is today as good as any army in 
NATO, 


“Any remarks I made in my 
memoirs were not intended to re- 
flect in any way on the courage 
of the Italian soldier. During the 
late war, his morale was low be- 
cause his heart was not in the 
Fascist cause. Also, he was not 
too well equipped. When the fight- 
ing man agrees with the cause for 
which he is fighting, and is well 
equipped and well led, he fights 
to the death. Thus, it is with the 
Italian soldier of today. He has 
those qualities which stamp the 
first class fighting man. 


“And do not let us forget that 
during the late war many brave 
Italians gradually broke (with) 
fascism, which they hated in their 
hearts, and brought Italy over to 
the Allied side. 


“IT would be most grateful if you 
will explain the above to the 
Italian government, and indeed 
use the remarks in any other way 
you consider desirable.” 


The text of the letter was made 
public by the British Embassy 
here.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn.) pre- 
dicted Tuesday that the Eisenhow- 
er administration will ask Con- 
gress next year to increase taxes 
to help meet the government’s 
mounting deficit. 

His forecast came amid at- 
tempts by some other Democrats 


ee to launch a drive for closing ma- 


jor tax loopholes. The aim would 
be to bring extra dollars into 
the Treasury and try to refute 
Republican charges the Demo- 
crats are spendthrifts. 


These Democrats want to re- 
strict the kinds of income subject 
to favorable capital gains treat- 
ment; curtail tax advantages for 
insurance companies; close a 
loophole for farm cooperatives; 
and perhaps subject dividend and 
interest payments to withholding 
taxes. 


Kefauver offered his tax predic- 


tion in a Veterans Day speech at 
Columbia, Tenn. He said he be- 
lieved the administration, faced 
by increased government spending 
and mounting deficits, would try 
to raise more revenue rather than 
increase the national debt with 
more borrowing. 


“I believe sometime next year 
the administration will decide as 
@ matter of financial prudence to 
ask Congress to provide substan- 
tial new taxes,” he said. “It may 
not ask enough new taxes to cover 
the whole cost of next year’s 
budget.” 

Kefauver did not say directly 
whether he would favor such a 
tax boost. But he said there was 
no question “‘but that even higher 
tax rates will provide a strong 
jolt for the country.” 

He said a call for higher taxes 
would bring ‘“‘a tremendous de- 
mand” for government economy. 
However, he added that “‘we must

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Overhaul Job Due 
In Highway Dept.? 


It is good to note that James L, Gillis 
of Soperton very likely will return to 
state government as chairman of the 
Highway Board following Gov.-elect Er- 
nest Vandiver’s inauguration; in January. 


Mr. Gillis is known and respected 
throughout Georgia. His personal charac- 
ter and integrity are unquestioned. He 
handled the difficult job of steering the 
highway department with a minimum of 
friction and no major scandals. His 10 
years of experience on the board, includ- 
ing six years as chairman, will be most 
valuable to the new administration. 


We congratulate Mr. Vandiver on his 
decision to return Mr. Gillis to the post, 
subject to General Assembly approval. 

This decision, however, should not de- 
ter the Assembly and the new administra- 
tion from giving the highway department 
itself a thorough examination. Revela- 
tions during the past year of incredible 
laxities and waste under a system mired 
deep in politics point to the need for ma- 
jor reforms. Gov.-elect Vandiver is 
aware of these abuses and publicly has 
pledged to end them. 

Operation of the department as a 
huge patronage agency leads to criminal 
waste. Awarding of contracts without 
adequate guarantees of quality and rigid 
inspectiéns results in shoddy roads. Pav- 
ing additional miles of highways without 
a formula for use and with little thought 
to maintenance is money thrown away. 


Still unexplained is how such irregu- 
larities as have been uncovered could 


have occurred. The fact they did reflects 


upon the entire system. Is it capable of 
handling the biggest road-building job 
in the state’s history? 

Georgia needs good roads—primary, 
secondary and rural roads. Cities need 
help with streets and with main roads 
leading through them. These needs can 
be met only through wisest expenditures 
of available funds. One only has to drive 
through neighboring states and compare 
relative conditions of the highways to 
know that somewhere. we have mi 
the boat. 

So, in welcoming Mr. Gillis back to 
the board, we urge him, the administra- 
tion and the General Assembly to over- 
haul a system which largely has failed in 
the objective of giving the state its mon- 
ey’s worth in highway expenditures.

Should Be Aired Now 


Meetings today and tomorrow at 
which the public and local officials will 
discuss proposed legislation with the Ful- 
ton County delegation to the General 
Assembly are of vital importance. 

Now is the time for all concerned to 
have their say as to what should or 
should not be done in the field of local 
legislation. 

It also is the appropriate time to be- 
gin resolving differences of opinion, in- 
cluding those within the delegation it- 
self, on details of specific bills to be 
introduced. 

Advance planning such as should be 
demonstrated at the two-day sessions 
helps to safeguard against resorting to a 
last-minute, hastily drawn omnibus bill. 
There is no excuse for such hasty legis- 
lation and the present delegation has 
promised t6 avoid such a pitfall. 

The meetings also should result in such 
a thorough airing of issues as to make 
it as unnecessary as it is inadvisable for 
individuals. or pressure groups to bom- 
bard the legislators with requests after 
the General Assembly session has begun, 

Let all proposals be hrought into the 
open now while there is ample time to 
_ decide them on their merits. ;

Urban Renewal Program 


Requires Public Housing 


The Citizens Advisory Committee for 
Urban Renewal, of which Cecil Alexan- 
der. is chairman, has called a _ public 
hearing this afternoon on public housing 
features of the renewal program. 


That such housing must be a part of 
renewal itself is an established fact. At- 
lanta’s experience proves it to be one of 
the best tools in eliminating and rehabil- 
itating slums and of improving the lot 
of people who now must reside in them. 


A recent survey shows that at least 
1,000 such units are needed to carry out 
renewal plans now in the works. These 
are in addition to rehabilitation of exist- 
ing private housing and construction of 
221 units. The Gross report recognizes 
that public housing is the only answer 
for many low-income families who oth- 
erwise cannot find low-rent quarters to 
fit their incomes. 


Public housing proposals, of course, 
are bound to meet with cpposition. But 
considering that it is a necessity to ur- 
ban renewal and that real estate interests 
who are the main opponents have provid- 
ed no alternative, public housing to the 
extent needed is the only answer. Let it 
be noted that these same real estate peo- 
ple also oppose strict housing codes and 
other measures to effect rehabilitation. 


Atlanta’s experiment with public hous- 
ing has been successful. The entire city 
has gained from it. As an investment, it 
has paid large municipal dividends. 

Meanwhile, the Board of Aldermen is 
showing commendable signs of enthus!- 
asm for the renewal program. This will 
find a ready response of approval from 
the vast majority of citizens. of the com- 
munity.

I have never heard of a tooth- 
ache caused by a cavity due to 
the lack of sufficient fluorides in 
my drinking water being conta- 
gious. At any time my health and 
sanitation practices might endan- 
ger my neighbors then it is the 
duty of the city or county or 
state health authorities to protect 
my neighbors. 

At no other time have they any 
right or duty to add anything to 
my drinking water or my breath- 
ing air,

WASHINGTON—If the men who have- most © 
influence on Capitol Hill have their way, the 
new Congress isn’t going to fall into bickering” 
and stalemate. The two political leaders who are ¢ 


against it— 


and who are capable of preventing it-are the vetavaa. battle-rib- 


boned Democratic pro, Sen. Lyndon Johnson, and the battle-scarred 
Republican pro, Vice President Richard Nixon. 


Sen. Johnson is serving notice 
on the eager, big, bright-eyed 
Democratic majority that while 
he wants a “‘do-things’’ Congress, 
he expects restraint and respon- 
sibility. 

Vice President Nixon is serving 
notice on his party’s old-line Sen- 
ate leadership that he wants the 
young, progressive. Republican 
senators—those elected this fall 
and those who, elected two years 
ago, have been neglected—to be 
given major committee assign- 
ments. 

I don’t mean Lyndon Johnson 
is not going to play politics. He 
is—his own special brand of poli- 
tics, which isn’t opposition for 
its own sake, which isn’t bitterly 
partisan nor partisanly bitter. 


For his part, Sen. Johnson see 
no wild-eyed radicalism in the 
Democratic Congress which was 
elected last week. He sees a 
“constructive session” of Con- 
gress capable of carrying for- 
ward ‘“‘the expansion of America 
to new heights.’’ He discounts the 
predictions of petty bickering and 
avows there will be no Democratic 
hostility to the President in light 
of anything said in the campaign. 

With their own party ‘snowed 
under in both Senate and House, 
the Republicans will have little 
Opportunity to put its label on 
much legislation.

Capital Airlines mechanics Jim 
Stockwell and Bill Kendall, hotel 
employe Frank Maloof, McGuire, 
and George Ray of the Atlanta 
Humane Society were enough to 
free Tennie.

“I left some food down there 
on a piece of paper outside the 
hole late Monday night, and this

Emanuel’s Name Honors 


Georgia’s 1801 (;overnor 


Emanuel County, in southeast central Georgia, was created 
from Bulloch and Montgomery counties in 1812, ranking 39th in 
order of creation. It was named for David Emanuel, Revolutionary 
War soldier who was made governor in 1801. When the county was 
laid out it covered 1,845 square miles and was known as “the 
state of Emanuel.” Later, parts of Jenkins, Johnson and Toombs 
counties were taken from Emanuel. 

Swainsboro, the county seat, was incorporated in 1814. Old 
accounts said the residents had the name changed to Paris in 1844 
but it was renamed Swainsboro in 1854. It was named for the 
Swain family of pioneer settlers who came from 
South Carolina. 

Emanuel now covers 686 square miles, rank- 
ing sixth in size. It has a population of 17,700 
(1957 estimate), ranking 44th in population (1950 
census). Swainsboro has a population of 4,800 
(1957 estimate). Other towns in the county are 
Twin City (Summit-Graymont), Adrian, Garfield, 
Canoochee, Summertown and Stillmore. 

There were 1,601 farms, averaging 188 acres, in 1954. Slightly 
over half of the farm lands was in woods and about a third in 
harvested crops. Major crops are cotton, corn, peanuts and tobacco. 

Yam Grandy State Park, for Negroes, with facilities for swim- 
ming, picnicking, playground and hiking, is in the county.

James P. Wesberry told the Georgia Baptist Convention 


here Tuesday. 


“When Christ comes in, preju- | 
dice goes out,” Dr. Wesberry, 
pastor of Atlanta’s Morningside 
Baptist Church, said in his pres- 
idential address during the .open- 
ing session of the 137th annual 
state convention meeting at First 
Baptist Church. 


In a talk liberally sprinkled 
with ‘“‘amens” from the aduience, 
Dr. Wesberry said: 


NOT IN KEEPING 


“The dynamiting of churches, 
synagogues, school houses and 
homes, all hate inspired move- 
4 ments of violence, cruelty, intol- 
erance and lawlessness, is not 
. in keeping with the spirit of 
Christ. His spirit condemns it and 
80 do we. 


“As his followers, we must have 
Christian love and compassion 
for all people, no matter what 
their color or creed. 


“‘We do not minimize what lies 
ahead of us but, however diffi- 
cult the problems of the future 
may be, they can always be best 
solved by Christians of any race.” 


URGES SUPPORT 

Dr. Wesberry urged the Bap- 
tists to support the work of the 
State Department of Negro Work 
and the Negre Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary of Nashville, Tenn. 


He also called for “greater re- 
spect for the law and the pro- 
cesses of law. As Baptists, we 
have always obeyed and respect- 
ed the law except where it vio 
lates our consciences. We must 
pray for those who make and 
interpret our laws that they be 
divinely led.”

‘By Nov. 1, the girls 
had completed all the require- 
ments for badges in community 
safety, my government, book 
bindery, prints, and conserva- 
tion. ) 


The subject under discussion 
which brought a heated obser- 
vation from one of the girls, was 
the community park on Ver- 
mont road, near their meeting 
place. The scouts had noted 
that the neglected trees, over- 
grown bushes and shrubbery, 
and the ‘“‘general condition’ of 
the park was a hazard to auto- 


mobile drivers. It also made 
“just walking’ dangerous for 
pedestrians and playing chil- 
dren. The young women also 
pointed out that the open sew- 
ers along the streets were large 
enough for a small boy or girl 
to fall into, and were also a 
danger to residents of the com- 
munity. 


CIVIC-MINDED YOUNGSTERS 


The civic-minded youngsters, 
sparked by the interest and en- 
couragement of Mrs. Hamff, 
agreed something should be 
done.

a British-born reader, Barbara A. Beall 
of Decatur, who met her first American 


friends in sewing classes where some 
body always read aloud. 

“Each student had her turn reading 
aloud to the rest of the class and it was 
in these classes that I met many of the 
American heroines I still love today,” she 
wrote. “There were the Pollyana books, 
the Tess books and several others. ... I 
am sure we all got a whole lot more 
enjoyment out of our sewing by 
having the pleasure of meeting all those 


other nice Americans. Those books were 
so much truer to American life and people 
than the movies ever were; as I soon 


found out upon my arrival here almost 13 | 


years ago.” 


And. of course, England is very real 
to most Americans because of the heroes 
and heroines of our first loved books. I'll 
never think of the white cliffs of Dover 
without thinking of Aunt Betsy Trotwood 
and I’m absolutely positive that Sherlock 
Holmes still dwells in Baker street. 


Books are a form of diplomacy that 
hasn’t been used enough. If the Russians 
knew how so much of. our friendship for 
the English was built on a childhood af- 
fection for their literature they might have 
taken a different tack altogether with their 


people to work writing stories of Commu- 
nist boys and girls to enchant our children. 


They might keep in mind, however, that 
the chances of American children picking 
up political sympathies from such books 
are very remote, I read “A Tale of Two 
Cities” without caring a hoot about the 
French, revolution. And I don’t think I 
even suspected until I read Louisa May 
Alcott’s biography that she was as ardent 
an abolitionist as Harriet Beecher Stowe. 
I knew the March girls’ father had gone 
off to be a chaplain in the Civil War but 
being a child of south Alabama I sup- 
pose I naturally assumed he was in the 
Confederate Army. 


As for Beth’s death, with Miss Nancy 
Hopkins’ help I looked it up. She died 
on Page 464 in what was “Little Women” 
in the American version and “Good Wives,” 
a sequel, in England.

Besides, 
sheer convenience dictates pick- 
ing a tank big enough to supply 
your peak demand. 


You should be able to do two 
consecutive wash loads and use 
at least seven gallons of hot 
water in other ways before your 
hot shower suddenly turns to a 
frigid nightmare. A 30-gallon 
tank is absolutely minimum, 
barely enough for a family of 
three in a one-bathroom house. 


3. Keep the temperature at 
about 150 degrees and never set 
the thermostat higher. Higher 
temperatures increase the dan- 
ger of scalding accidents. Then, 
too, corrosion, like most chemi- 
cal reactions, occurs faster at 
higher temperatures. ’ 


. Whenever you buy, look for a 
10-year manufacturer's warran- 
ty on the heater. These are 
not out-and-out guarantees. 
Usually, in fact,. the heater will 
be replaced at no cost by the 
manufacturer only if it fails 
during the .first five years. 
After that, replacement is on a 
pro-rata basis for the next five

Two Ways to Overcome 


A “slow’’ alley is one with a surface that lacks polish, usually 
as a result of wear or poor maintenance. The result is a ball that 
“runs” freely, from right to left, with exaggerated hook action 
and wide curves that are difficult to control. This 
can be especially difficult when bowling on a 
pair of alleys that are mismatched. 


There are two ways of controlling the ball on 
an alley that runs. Some stars increase the speed 
at which they roll the ball. This cuts down, and 
postpones, hook action; and it reduces the curved 
course of the ball. They attain greater speed by 
increasing the length of the push-away, thus 


creating a longer backswing. 


A simpler method is to make a slight change 
in the starting stance. Turn the right shoulder, 
right hip and right foot to the right, as 
in today’s illustration. Footwork remains straight 
ahead, but the backswing hugs the body. The 
angle will be to the right of the head pin so that 
the hook carries the ball solidly into the 1-3 strike 


gap. 


Several essentials of form must be followed. 
Keep the footwork unhurried. Reach out with 
the arm in the follow-through.
